(3ee I abu 
A-G appended) The reporting is heavily biased *rd 
could scarcely Bake as impact on tho sore sophistical 

*®steru audiences, although it sqr have some itap-** • 
cb reader* and listeners in underdeveloped countries 
Statement* in the testimony which wore unfavorable u 
the Soviet* have largely been emitted; in contrast , 
the statement on the rapid rate of Soviet economic 
growth van widely publicised. In selecting items 
from the Director’s conclusions the Soviet press am 
radio totally omitted, The Coaanuaiets are not about 
to inherit the world economically. But while \w 
debunk the distortions ©f their prof>agamd&. . . 
however, most of the commentaries reported the re— 
maiader of thi*i conclusion, we should frankly fact 
up to the very sobering implications of the Soviet 
economic program and the striking progress they 
have made over the last decade.'

A. Dulles actually spoke against tto theory exist - 
ing in tto US whereby tto high rate of economic de- 
velopment in tto U3ffil is explained as being locatee 
in a so-called -early stage of development and, 
regarding the rate of growth of tto oyer- all volume 
of production and the development cf the economy 
in tto US3H, theme rates allegedly will decroano 
A similar theory was recently expressed, in par- 
tieular, by Assistant Secretary of State 9111cm u- 
case of his epe**cto?i.

Ths ids* advanced by the USSR for peaceful economic 
competition be twees countries with different social 
orders meets with growing response from wide circle-, 
of the world's population. The attractiveness of 
this idea lies in the fact that it remrvtin the thr«« 
of an aalhllatlng nuclear war. and that it opens t 
new era of peaceful coexistence among the world's 
nations. 


The whole world knows that the Soviet Union consider**, 
its basic economic probles to be to catch up with and 
overtake the most highly developed capitalist nations 
in their per capita product ten, in the shortest period 
of time in history. The decisive stage in trass- 
la ting this problem into reality is the Introduction 
of the Seven-Year Plan for the development of the 
nation's economy which wan approved by the 2 let Con- 
gress of the CP6U. Thus, it Is only natural that 
the world press, and scientists, public figures, and 
statesmen of all countries pay such great attention 
to the progress of the Seven-Year Plan. 

Among other problems , the future development of agri- 
culture in accordance with the Seven-Year Plan merits 
a great deal of attention. Mr. Alien Dulles also 
dwelt upon thin subject in his recent speech at a 
meeting of the Joint Congressional Economic Commit ten? . 

Mot troubling himself with any serious analysis of 
the problems involved, or stating proofs, be cast 
doubts on the specified rates of increase for greea 
agricultural production in the USSR daring the next 
seven years. Ms took the liberty of asserting that 
the iaerease in agricultural product lea la the us$K 
during the Seven-Year period will hardly exceed 18-20 
percent, instead of 79 percent as planned by the 
21st Congress of the CPSU (and not 55-DO percent , as 
Mr. Dulles says.) 
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The average 8 pare ant annual increase la agricultural 
production anv is a fed by the Seven-Year Plan la un~ 
questionably a great task. Suck a rapid rata of de- 
velopment has saver baas Jam in the agriculture ti 
capitalist countries throughout their whole history . 
Therefore, the sain trguuti of sceptics consist tf 
historical references. 

At one tine, critics of the Soviet Five-Year Plana, 
in order to east donbl upon the planned high rate 
of industrialisation for the USSR, also appealed te 
historical experience, and asserted that history 
has no exanples ef a act* a high rata ef industrial 
development. Sowsver , life itself has inpart tally 
and convincingly proved that tanks which are beyond 
the capability of tie capitalist method of production 
can easily be shouldered hy the now, mure progressive 
socialist method of production. The unprecedented 
high rate of development has in short carder led the 
USSR to second place in the world in volume of In- 
iu* trial production, and permitted It to set a goal 
for achieving first place in the world in the level 
of economic development of the country. 

The high rate of economic development of the Soviet 
Union is not an accident or a specific national 
peculiarity of the USSR, but a natural development 
common to socialism. This has also been confirmed 
by the experience of other socialist countries. Tt 
is a well known fact that the development of the 
national economy In the People's Republic of Chine 
and in other countries of the socialist camp la 
proceeding at a rapid rate. 

But perhaps the capacity for a high rate of develop- 
ment is not applicable to the entire socialist 
economy, but only to a part of it - Industry? Per- 
haps this capacity Is not characteristic of its 
other part - agriculture ' This is yust what those 
who doubt the potential it ies for a rapid rate of 
development of socialist agriculture are trying bc- 
ma in tain either openly or by beating about the bush 

Before we turn to factual data lot us dwell for & 
short time on the theoretical side of the problem. 
Rapid rates of economic development are inherent in 
socialist countries, because in socialism, as con- 
trasted with capitalism, production wader goes un- 
interrupted and regular development, without anarchy 
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and crises in production vklch hinder the darvelopmen : 
of the economy and give rise to huge leasee of tie 
public wealth. The appar opr iat tea of pert of the 
national income by parasitic classes is not knows In 
a socialist society. It is known that such appropri- 
ation Units the rate of accumulation and expansion 
of production in a capitalist society. It is also 
well known that huge sums ef money were extracted 
from agriculture In pre-revolut ternary Russia to pav 
rent to the landowners, and that US agriculture 
shoulders a heavy burden in the form ef land rent, 
mortgage payments, etc. A socialist society uses 
its entire national income for the requirements of 
its workers, for the expansion of its economy, aao 
for the plasned development of science and technology < 
which arc powerful crime movers of production. 

These and other important advantages of the socialist 
method of production predispose the capacity for 
higher rates of development in our economy. Those 
advantages are inherent in the whole economy of soclr} • 
ism, both Industry and agriculture. 

It asst be noted that socialist agriculture also has 
its own specific additional advantages which assure 
its superiority over capitalist agriculture. These 
advantages stem from a high ccmeentratien of pro-* 
duct ion. Although the difference be tween capitalist 
and socialist countries in the de g r ee of comcenira t hi 
of production is not so great in industry , the dif- 
ference is substantial in agriculture. Suffice it tc 
•ay that in 1958 each kolkhoz in the USSR had an aver- 
age of 4,503 hectares of arable land, of which 1,381 
hectares were senna, and eaoh sovkhen had an average 
of 8,700 hectare* of sown land. Bswever, in 1984, zz 
average farm in the US had 97 hectares of land in all , 
and only 3.7 percent of the total n umber of farms Hac 
over 400 hectares of land. 

Consequently, there is no basis for assuming tha t tht 
high rates of Isvelopisen't ' in socialism 'lire" peculi *. 
tb iadusiry alone 'w ad"" a re "net lnkerec t in agricuT tux § . 
quite the contrary ; capitalism is ah exceedinly~ great 
deterrent to the development of productive forces in 
agriculture. 

Let us turn new to the factual side of the matter. 

The transition from small-scale private agricultural 
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production to large-scale socialist, ^reduction -m* 
completed in the *»S8 la about tho middle thirties. 
Th* newly craatad socialist agriculture had otilr £ 
law years for the peaceful development of its* ca- 
pacities prior to torld War II. Moreover, it hat 
to overcome enormous difficulties connected with 
the general low level of development of tho scones?? 
of tho country , the lack of experience and practice 
la conducting large-scale production , a shortage of 
equipment and manpower , and the resistance of hos- 
tile elements. 

Even during that period, the period of its establish- 
ment # socialist agriculture demonstrated ite capacity 
for tho rapid development of production. From 1930 
to 1940 , the decade that included the stormy years as 
the breakdown of the old order and tie establishment 
of tho new, gross agricultural output rose 20 percent 
and tho output from land cultivation rose 28 percent, 
Tho entire increase in production is attributable to 
tho second half of this decade; consequently , the 
average annual growth rate then amounted to about 4 
percent. Certain individual branches of agriculture 
at that time wnro already demonstrating strlklnglr 
high rates of development . 

From 1938 to 1940, the average annual gross output 
of sugnr beets was m percent higher than from 1924 
to 1932. During the sane period, the gross output 
of raw cotton was 143 percent higher than from 1928 
to 1932. The 1940 gross harvest of tea leaves «aa 
30 times that of 1923 . 

The invasion by the Gernaa-fasc ist hordes not oslv 
interrupted the growing development ef agriculture 
but also caused a sharp drop in agricultural pro- 
duction. Errors that were allowed to occur in the 
management of agriculture held up the recovery of 
agriculture during the postwar yearn and prevents* I 
it from starting on the road to a new upsurge.

The fact that this Increase was universal &» n*tu»v 
and that the hi$i growth rates occurred in til 
branches, including grain production and 
husbandry, is of vary great significance. 

However , can it be that the sceptics are right in 
asserting that this growth rate wa** of a temporary 
nature and that in the future our agriculture *iii 
not only be unable to increase its growth rates 
further, but will even be unable to maintain r, be- 
rates already attained? 

Of course a larger volume of production is nor? 
covered by eac h percent of growth than was the 
case 5-6 yearu ago, and this most certainly will 
complicate the task of further increasing grous 
production. However, the potentialities and ca- 
pacities for further rapid increase have also 
grown considerably during this time.
